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Carter to suspend role 
in peace talks for now 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 
(Agencies) — U.S. officials, bit- 
terly disappointed by Israel's 
formal rejection Friday of 
Egypt's latest peace proposals, 
said President Carter would let 
die dust settle before making 
any new move in the Middle 
East 

Frustration and unhappiaess 
over the rejection marked the 
mood at the White House as 
the president waited for the 
return of Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance from Cairo late 
Friday. 

Carter's reported intention 
to suspend his. role for a time 
as mediator between Egypt and 
Israel was based chietiy on 
the lack of concrete ideas on 
what the next step should be. 

Egypt and Israel appeared to 
be completely deadlocked, and 
there was u deep feeling that 
the only course was to wait and 
hope that the passage ot time 
would lead to new ideas that 
could heal the rift. 

Carter Thursday gave an- 
other reason for inaction now 
by the United States — he had 
already spent too much eflort 
on the Middle East and had 
neglected other urgent world 
problems that required his 
immediate attention. 

U.S. officials agreed that Is- 


rael’s rejection of Egyptian Pre- 
siaent Anwar Sadat's latest pro- 
posals for the Middle East had 
led to serious differences bet- 
ween Israel and the United 
States as well as between Is- 
rael and Egypt. 

Carter said in a televised in- 
terview Thursday night that 
Sadat had been reasonable with 
at least one of his proposals. 

Earlier he praised Sadat for 
the “generosity” of his approa- 
ch to the peace negotiations 
and pointedly omitted any 
mention of Israeli Prime Min- 
ister Menahem Begin. 

U.S. officials noted the con- 
cern expressed by some offi- 
cials in Jerusalem that Carter 
was putting pressure on Israel 
to accept Sadat's ideas, and 
their belief that a crisis in U.S.- 
Israeli relations was building 
up. 

But Carter said Thursday 
night that he would not re- 
assess U.S. military and econo- 
mic aid policies as a means of 
forcing Israel to change its 
views. 

“The security of Israel is 
paramount.'' he said. 

“The continued existence of 
Israel, their ability to protect 
inemselves adequately, and the 
ability of the Israeli people to 
live in peace are paramount...

DanyChamoun escapes 
bid on life in Beirut 


BEIRUT, Dec. 15 (Agencies) 
A top rightist leader Friday 
escaped unhurt from a seven- 
hour siege of the American 
University Hospital (AUH) by 
leftist gunmen after a remark- 
able joint effort to contain the 
erkus by leaders of nearly all 
rival factions in Lebanon. 

Although 42-year-old Dany 
Cbamoun, son of former Pre- 
sident Camille Chamoun. es- 
caped injury, a Lebanese army 
officer was killed and three 
other persons were wounded in 
the shooting that accompanied 
the incident. • 

"I am really grateful to all 
those who tried to help in this 
tragedy, especially Abu Amina r 
(Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion Chairman Yasser Arafat, 
Chamoun said. Also with the 
rightist leader were Louis Abu 
Sharaf of the Phalangist Party 
and Nabil Noujaim of Cba- 
moun's National Liberal Party. 
“It is unfortunate that all. 


those conflicting trends which 
moved to help one or two men 
in the traditional Lebanese •• y 
are still' unable to rescue the 
people of Lebanon," he said. 

The younger Chamoun had 
gone to west Beirut to pay a 
courtesy visit to Saudi Am- 
bassador Sheikh Ali al-Sbaer 
who. was recuperating from a 
leg wound inflicted recently 
when his helicopter was fired 
on while flying over a rightist 

area. 

Gunmen of the leftist Mou- 
rabitoun militia found out 
about the visk and surround- 
ed the hospital. They exchan- 
ged automatic weapons fire 
with Chamoun’s escort,^ killing 
■Lebanese army Ll Ghassan 
Oweidat, and injuring another 
Lebanese soldier and the driver 
and a body guard of the Saudi 
ambassador. .

last of its delegation members. 

The four remaining Egyptian 
treaty specialists and an un- 
known number of support per- 
sonnel and security men were 
scheduled to fly back to Cairo 
Saturday, the sources said.

An Egyptian official told 
“Arab News” that Cairo ex- 
pects the Carter administration 
to pressure Israel into making 
the necessary concessions for 
peace. 

Earlier in the day, Begin ac- 
cused the United Stales of 
adopting a "one-sided attitude” 
tavoring Egypt in negotiations 
Israed, and charged Egypt with 
with “full responsibility” tor the 
breakdown ot the peace talks 
but said Israel was prepared to 
continue negotiations for a 
peace treaty beyond Sunday’s 
.deadline set by the Camp Da- 
vid.^ accords. 


Saudi Arabia, Zaire 
criticize foreign 
involvement in Africa 


RIYADH, Dec. 15 (SPA) — 
Saudi Arabia and Zaire have 
caked for tihe withdrawal of 
aft foreign troops on the Af- 
rican con&ieaaz and denounced 
tiie use of force to conquer 
territory. 

In a joint communique issu- 
ed Thursday marking the end 
of talks bee ween King K. ha Led 
and Zaire President Mobuio 
Sese Seiko, the two leaders said 
they hope relations between 
•the two countries continue to 
be rtrong. 

The communique marked toe 
end of President Mobutu's 
stay here. He has been ia Sau- 
di Arabia for a week ai the 
invitation of the Monarch. 

The two leadens said in the 
document that they believe that 
Africa should be free to de- 
velop its resources and exploit 
its economic potential for the 
benefit of the African people 
and without outside interven- 
tion. 

They pledged to continue to 
consult cfiosdy and to exchan- 
ge vista by officials of the 
two countries at affl levels, and 
said they were satisfied ai the 
progress of Arab- African co- 
operative efforts. 

They' said all stoles are- not 


atdy struggling for economic 
and cultural development but 
also to be able uo consolidate 
their political iadepandcace. 

Tlheir goal is a world of 
work, detente and peace, the 
communique added. 

The two leaders expressed 
iheir support for the. states that 
seek independence from colo- 
nialism and racism. They de- 
nounced the presence of for- 
eign troops in African, coun- 
tries, wh/ob they said only 
helps drag Africa into the are- 
na of strife. 

Referring to the Middle 
East, the two leaders denoun- 
ced armed aggression to con- 
quer territory. They caoed for 
the withdrawal of Israel from 
aU. the ocoupieti lands inclu- 
ding Jerusalem- They also 
caifled for the restitution cf toe 
legitimate rights of the Pales- 
tinian people including their 
right to sdf-detemtuutuon, re- 
turn to their unlawfully seized 
homeUand and toe formation 
of an independent sto.e on it.' 

Mobutu invited the King to 
visit Zaire at. a date to be fixed 
later.

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Iron offshore oil 
production halted 


PARIS, Dec. 15 (Agencies) 
— Iranian offshore oil pro 
'auction came to a complete 
halt this week, while onshore 
crude for export dwindled to 
a trickle of 600.000 barrels a 
day, says a confidential report 
obtained here Friday. 

The little oil being exported 
is exclusively for consortium 
members — a handful of large 
companies mostly non-Ame- 
rican, said the report by oil 
industry experts, being circula- 
ted among oil companies. 

The report was shown to the 
Associated Press- Dow Jones 
news service on condition the 
source remain uc identified. 

It said the virtual bait in 
production came two days 
ago. Daily production now 
si cod at 1.1 million barrels - 
one sixth of its usual rate — 
wfch the unexported crude, 
going for domestic consump- 
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tion. 

In.Tf- >n Prime Manister 
Gen. Gholamreza Azhari war- 
ned Iran’s 67.000 oil workers 
to return to their jobs at once 
or face dismissal 

"J feel ashamed,” Azhari 
said in a radio broadcast 
Thursday night “While oil 
flows under my feet I have to 
go out and buy oil because 
some youths are influenced by 
Tran's enemies.*' 

The strike is currently cost- 
ing the government more than 
60 million per day in foreign 
■exchange earnings and has 
caused serious shortages of 
kerosene, gasoline and heating 
fuel at home. 

“In the name of the nation I 
appeal to the strikers to come 
back,” Azhari said. 

. Opposition leader Ayatollah 
'. Khomeini uAd the oil wor- 
kers to blow up the rigs if the 
government tried to interfere 
in their strike.” one Western 
diplomat said. “The workers 
have told the government that 
there had better not be any 
harassment or things are going 
to get much worse.” 

The opposition ‘ Notional 
Front, led by Karim Sanjabi, 
declared Us total support for 
Khomeini's “nationwide day 
of mourning” Dec. 18 in honor 
of those kitted in pro-Shah 
riots. 

AyatoUah Khomeini, toe fo- 
cus of the opposition struggle, 
also issued a call from his 
exile near Paris Friday for 
Iranians to stop paying taxes 
and continue the strikes until 
the Shah is ousted. 

He said m a message to his 
followers that it was their re- 
ligious and legal -duty to dis- 
obey the Shah and his govem- 
meiti. 

The capital meanwhile was 
relatively quiet Friday with 
many 9hops open and the 
sweets fiHed with shoppers, in 
eluding many unarmed sol- 
diers. enjoying, the sunshine 
But violence erupted in the 
southern town of Shiraz as 
army troops opened fire on a 
procession of mourners carry- 
ing through tihe sweets the bo- 
dies of those kiHod in Thors- 1 
day’s political violence. 

Witnesses said the proces- 
sion had provoked many Shi- 
raz citizens . into anti-Shah 
slogans and troops moved m 
to disperse the mourners. The 
mourners refused orders *o 
scatter and the troops opened 
fire.

ABU DHABI. Dec. 15 (Ag- 
encies.) — Saudi oil minister 
Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yamani 
Friday urged toe oil ministers 
of toe Organization of Peuo- 
leum Exporting Countries to 
be “moderate” in their deci- 
sion to raise crude oil prices, 
Yamani made toe cak in an 
interview with Abu Dhabi te- 
levision.

dig to decide a new oil price 
bike. 

Yamani said tout OPEC 
members were “airnosi unani- 
mous” that the prices shoLwi 
he raised to compensate for 
bosses caused by me dofcur de- 
cline and world inflation. 

“So, in principle, a price in- 
crease seems to be inevitable. 
After tom, would come the 
questions of fixing this in- 
crease.” he said.

"ths, “taking inio considerai.on

U.N. calls for ban

UNITED NATIONS. Dec.

Assembly has called for an 
arms embargo against Israel 
in a resoiut.on aimed mainly 
at tf;e ’Jr.i r: l k- 

Israelis' leading arms supplier. 

The Iraqi-inspired resolution 
Thursday night came to the 
assembly with the recommen- 
dation of its main political 
commiuee, made up of all U.N. 
members. The 48 Third World 
sponsors included Egypt and 
Saudi Arabia. 

With 37 countries abstaining, 
Lhe assembly adopted the 
resolution by a vote of 72-30, 
well above the two-thirds ma- 
jority ihe charter requires for 
assembly decisions on "impor- 
tant questions." 

Before that, however, the 
assembly took the position by 
vote of 70-38 wittt 26 absten- 
tions that the resolution need- 
ed only a simple majority for 
adoption. 

Israeli Ambassador Yehuda 
Blum took the rostrum to say 
that since the assembly had 
agreed toe matter was unimpor- 
tant. ”we shall treat their reso- 
lution accordingly.” 

General Assembly resolutions 
are not binding upon U.N. 
member nations. 

The Assembly resolution says 
"the continued escalation of 
^Israeli armament constitutes a- 


threat ip international peace and 
security." 

.It “calls upon all states to 
cooperate fully in effective in- 
ternational action ..to avert 
this grave menace." .

Venus probe finds unknown glow 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Califor- 
nia Dec. 15 (AP) — A faint 
glow never before observed 
has been detected near the 900- 
degree Fahrenheit surface of 
Venus by two of the five Ame- 
rican spacecraft that pierced its 
cloudy atmosphere, scientists 
said. 

But Pioneer Venus experts 
disagreed on what may have 
caused the effect observed by 
light meters on the two probes, 
which fell on the dark of the 
planet. 

One scientist theorized that 
the Venusian atmosphere, thick 
with carbon dioxide and other 
gases, may be so hot that it 
burns spontaneously near the 
planet’s surface. Another sug- 
gested that something on the 
planets mountainous surface 
may be luminous. - 
The assessments came during 
a final summary of data gather- 
ed by scores of scientists at the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration's Ames Research 
Center here. The information 
was transmitted from the pro- 
bes, the first multi-craft project 
to look at another planet 
Four of the probes crashed 
to the surface and one burned 
up in the atmosphere. A sixth is 
in orbit about the planet. 

The scientists also said tfae

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The new Japan?

SEUUL — 

Europe has belatedly woken 
up to the potential of one of 
the success stories of the seven- 
ties — the booming South Ko- 
rean economy. 

There are two attractions: a 
market growing a staggering 
13 per cent a year, unafrecled 
by recession, as the Koreans 
aim for a heavy industry eco- 
nomy by Ltie mid-1980s, while 
also adding muscle to resist 
successiutty any new North 
Korean invasion; and, secondly, 
the siren chorus from Seoul 
that says, "foge-dier we can 
beat the Japanese." 

Korean government and busi- 
ness leaders closely watch their 
Japanese neighbors and are 
determined not to make the 
same mistakes. 

Korea's tuguly competitive 
light industries — textiles, 
shoes, handbags, electronic 
goods, etc. — are running into 
protectionist. sentiment in 
Europe, in part a backlash, 
from Hie Japanese success. 
Hence, in Seoul, there is a 
firm determination to put as 
much distance as possible bet- 
ween Korean and Japanese in- 
dustries to convince Europe if 
is not facing “double trouble". 

“We don't want to be re- 
garded as the ‘new Japan’" 
says one senior government 
economist, "especially if it 
drags us into the sort of bat- 
tles the Japanese are now 
having. We don’t want to have 
to revalue our currency for a 
long time." 

Instead, the Koreans are 
quietly accepting restrictions on 
their exports to Europe where 
necessary. They will compen- 
sate by concentrating on im- 
proving' quality and, therefore, 
higher prices, while, at the 
same time, opening up new 
markets in “non-quota areas" 
like Asia, Africa, the Middle 
East and South America. 

And to meet European pro- 
tectionism, the Koreans (un- 
like the Japanese) are throw- 
ing open the door and literally 


begging. “Please sell to us". 
The fact is, Korea has a trade 
surplus with everyone but the 
Japanese — and a S3 billion 
deficit there wipes out all the 
preceding profit. Senior gov- 
ernment officials stress that 
they want to cut tbat'deficit by 
boosting trade with Europe. 

They have also woken up 
to the fact that over the past 
two decades they have been, to 
put it crudely, “conned" by 
their powerful neighbors across 
the Japan Sea. 

A senior British diplomat 
explained: “They have disco- 
vered that the Japanese have 
been selling them old. worked- 
out technology, which was 
originally imported from 
Europe anyway. 

"ho now. the Korean attitude 
is that *we’d be better off buy- 
ing the new technology direct 
from Europe'. Everyone keeps 
telling them they can’t possibly 
do this or that, but they go 
ahead and succeed anyway. 
And they feel that they can go 
straight to tomorrow's techno- 
logy without worrying about 
yesterday's or today's."

ABU DHABI — 

The annual session of the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex- 
porting' Countries has already 
agreed on, the need to hike the 
world's oil price, but the con- 
ference opens Saturday in a 
tense atmosphere strained by 
rebellion in Iran, the world's 
second biggest oil producer. 

Oil ministers gathered here say 
OPEC’s 13 member states 
must only decide on the size 
of the price boost, which is 
widely expected to fall some- 
where between 5 and 10 per 
cent 

That accord contrasts with 
last December's meeting, where 
moderate Saudi Arabia pushed 
through a price freeze and 
with the 1976 conference, 
where the organization set two 
separate oil prices in a two- 
tiered system that lasted six 
months. i 

But the long-range view at 
the OPEC meeting is dominat- 
ed by the prospect that the glo- 
bal petroleum industry and re- 
gional political balance in the 
Gulf could be radically altered 
by developments in Iran. 

Strikes by anti-Shah oilwor- 
kers have recently reduced 
Iran's output by nearly 80 per 
cent, and Iraq’s Petroleum Mi- 
nister Tayeh Abdul Karim said 
OPEC members might have to 
boost their output to maintain: . 
a balance between supply and 
demand. 

Many factions in the opposi- 
tion have also called for ex- 
pulsion of foreign technicians 
and executives who have pre- 
viously helped Iran to produce 
about six million barrels of 


crude oil a day. 

Finally, smaller, conservative 
states in the Gulf would lose 
one of their strongest sup- 
porters if Iran were to drop 
its effective: political alliance 
with the non-Communisi indus- 
trialized countries. 

These states, such as Ku- 
wait, Qatar, and OPEC host 
United Arab Emirates, "are 
very oriented toward free en- 
terprise" and establishment in 
Iran of a state with possible 
socialist leanings “would be a 
serious cause for concern," for 
the West, according to a senior 
diplomatic source here. 

Earlier this year, oil indus- 
try. analysts generally believed 
OPEC would settle for a price 
boost of only five per cent for 
1979. The price of a 42-gallon 
barrel of standard grade petro- 
leum presently stands at £12.70 

The relatively modest five 
per cent estimate was due to an 
oversupply of petroleum that 
helped to restrain prices In 
world markets. Since mid- 
June, however, the glut has dis- 
appeared, and Libyan Oil Min- 
ister Ezzeddin Mabrouk said 
the market could presently ab- 
sorb a sizeable price rise. 

The excess of production last 
summer was estimated at two 
to three million barrels a day, 
or about 10 per cent of total 
output. li was absorbed partly 
by the Iranian cutbacks, and 
partly by stockpiling of oil pet- 
roleum companies in anticipa- 
tion of a price rise. 

A five per cent increase in 
the price of crude oil is estima- 
ted to raise the cast of gaso- 
line at the pump in the United 
States by about one-Unl f cent. 


Iraqi-Syrian national charter

BAGHDAD — 
Syria and Iraq. regard their 
new alliance as a taming point 
in Arab history, despite for- 
eign scepticism. 

Foreign diplomats here re- 
call the failure of other unions 
in the quarrelsome Arab 
world, unresolved policy dif- 
ferences between Syria and 
Iraq and the difficulties of 
surmounting more than a de- 
cade of suspicion. 

But officials both here and 
in Damascus appear genuinely 
convinced that the Syrian- 
Iraqi “national charter for 
joint action” will succeed 
where other alliances failed 
Signed in Baghdad on Oct 
26, the charter brougffi: the 

Arab world’s two biggest mi- 
litary powers — apart from 
Egypt — together in a pledge 
to “bring about the closest 
farm of ties of unity." 

It was a direct and unexpected 
result of the Camp David agree- 
ments between President An- 
war Sadat of Egypt, Israeli 
premier Mecahem Begin and 
President Jimmy Carter. 

"It is not strange that two 
rtr n r pfriM: diff er and then 
rc»ain» up their differences,” 
said Iraqi Information Minis- 
ter Saad Qassem Hammoudi 
"It would have been strange 
if we had not made up.” 
Privately, Iraqi officials 
co nc ede the main points 
of contention in the protract- 
ed Baatbfat feud remain un- 
resolved and that the two 
coon t rie s continue to hold 
opposite views on how to sol- 
ve the 30-year-old Middle East 
conflict 

Syria is still in favor of a 
negotiated settlement Iraq 
stitt insists, though less loudly 
that there can be no peace, no 
recognition and no negotiation 
with the "Zionist entity.” 


"The Iraqis have not be- 
come moderates,” said a se* 
aior Western diplomat here. 
They have become -more fle- 
xible bat their baric’ policy 
has riot changed.”

As the official “Kwangming 
Daily," a journal under con- 
trol of Teng’s men, warned his 
enemies recently: “Who wants 
to oppose the force of the peo- 
ple and to decide not to change 
his altitudes,? People not only 
have the right to criticize him 
(who will not change), but also 
to remove him from his posts." 

Some holdovers from Mao’s 
era. like Peking Mayor Wu 
Teh, have already been effec- 
tively removed from important 
power. A radio broadcast re- 
vealed recently that another 
holdover. Vice Premier Chi 
Teng-kuei, has also lost a posi- 
tion as first political commis- 
sar of toe Peking military re- 
gion, Some analysts suggest 
that Chi simply shed a job he 
had little time for in order to 
concentrate on a massive as- 
signment to rewrite the Chinese 
legal code, but be remains in 
the unenviable position of hav- 
ing pro fitted greatly from Mao*

Are you thanking of tra- 
veling from Jeddah to Taif 
For the day, or making the 
long trip by roud from Ri- 
yadh to Jeddah? If so. the 
Escarpment road is the most 
interesting and scenic way 
to lake. 

The Escarpment ifcetf is a 
dramatic. towering, sheer 
cliff which stretches from 
Taif to a point beyond Abha 
in the south- In piaces the 
mountains reach a height of 
2,500 meters. Approaching 
from the west, you can see 
this barren, jagged range 
from a great distance. It rises, 
abrupt and obulleogiag, from 
the equally barren desert 
around Mecca. From the

The road 
from Taif ascends gently 
then, suddenly, it goes over

There is a new bridge in ibe 
road near the top, and ibis 
was the mum reason for its 
long closure during Iasi win- 
xer and spring. This bridge 
can be seen very dearly from 
&e bottom of the Escarp- 
ment. It is a very impressive 
sight. Work on it is in tbe 
final stages but it is open for 
use. The bridge is no* tbe 
only impressive pan of the 
road- The whole project is an 
impressive engineering feat. 
It is a wide, smooth surfaced 
road which winds its way up 
the sheer Escarpment in a se- 
ries of hairpins, crossing in- 
numerable guideys. and often 
edging on precipices. 

The scenery on this road is 
spectacular. Craggy rocks 
contra a wiuh the tlai desert 
sfretciDg into he far distance- 
Cars oa further parts of the 
road look like toys. Climbing 
.towards Taif in the late af- 
ternoon the light on the 
mountains is superb. The 
frocks show pink, grey and 
gold, with splashes of rich 
brown and ibe occasional 
dash, of bright green where a 
bush proclaims k is sttM alive 
and flourishing despite the 
long hot summer. 

Sometimes baboons are seen 
•frying among the rocks on 
the Escarpment. Far more 
plentiful are the evil looking 
Mack crows hovering above- 
Their sinister appearing, 
combined with the horrifying 
sigh 1 of many crashed cars 
perched precariously on preci- 
pices. make the air seem col- 
rW fh.n n ihp higher altitude 


warrants. 

Someway up the mountain 
there is a group of tin and 
wooden huts lining the road- 
side. They are an oasis for 
thirsty travelers, their shelves 
carrying refreshments. There 
are also metal Frames holding 
attractively shaped water 
containers made out of clay. 

Near the lop of the Escarp- 
ment, to the left off the road 
and along a crack, there was 
a cafe noted for its magnifi- 
cent view. The view indeed 
Terrains magnificent, but, un- 
fortunately the cafe is descr- 
ied and rapidly becoming a 
ruin. Only the blackened 
fireplaces remain as evidence 
of a once thriving teahouse. 

But the wail around the roof 
is still enjoyed as a picnic 
place for those who have a 
head for heights. The cafe 
had been built into tbe side 
of die mountain and the land 
drops away from ii on two 
sides. It is said that people 
used to visit this cafe to dnng 
tea and play monopoly in 
Arabic while watching the 
sunset- 

Back on ihe main road 
there is a good view on the 
south side of the new Shera- 
ton Hotel in Al-Hada. It 
stands on a crop of rocks, 
and is a coppery color. U is 
luxurious place to spend a 
night, or to visit for the Fri- 
day J-unduime buffet. 

The hotel is about 30 kilo- 
meters from the top of the 
Escarpment into Taif. From 
Riyadh it is necessary to go 
into the center of Taif then 
bake the Al-Hada road going 
west post the Kings Guest 
Palace- From Jeddatt lake the 
Mecca road and then, take the 
by-pass at the police post just 
before Mecca. 
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Third World news pool: Step by step

BELGRADE — Last month, 
as diplomats and politicians at 
the UNESCO conference in 
Paris talked grandly about 
building a “new international 
information order** to correct 
“the bias" of the big Western 
news agencies towards the 
Third World, Boza Francuski 
grappled with the everyday 
problems of running what 
amounts to the world’s first 
Third World news agency. 

A former foreign correspon- 
dent in Moscow, Francuski is 
now a duty editor for the non- 
aligned news pool organized by 
the Yugoslav news agency 
Tanjug. During a week in 
which Wjsiem and Eastern 
delegates in Paris were report- 
ed to be narrowing their diffe- 
rences on a declaration on the 
mass media, he was busy sift- 
ing through piles of copy rea- 
ching Belgrade from the SO or 
so very diverse news organiza- 
tions around the world which 
contribute to the pool. 

— A cyclostyled bulletin is- 
sued by the Somali news agen- 
cy Soon a on Oct. 2S lands on 
his desk two weeks later on 
November 11. Most of the re- 
ports are long outdated, but 
FraacusLi salvages a 200-word 
item headlined “eradication of 
smallpox." Tanjug teleprinters 
around the world chatter out: 
Mogadishu, Nov. It. (Sonna) 
-7 “Smallpox,” a dangerous 
epidemic of great concern to 
international health, has been 
eradicated from Somalia a year 
ago," so declared the Miuister 
of Health Colonel Musa Rabiie 
Gode. 

— A telexed dispatch is re- 
ceived from the Angolan news 


agency Angop in Luanda. The 
first paragraph reads: “The An- 
golan people in the province 
of Cabinda will celebrate the 
third anniversary of the pro-- 

clamation of national indepen- 
dence of the People's Republic 
of Angola on Nov. 1 1 in peace 
and with a sharpened vigi- 
lance." Not exactly dramatic 
news, admits Francuski. ‘ but 
Angop contributions to the 
pool are fairly rare so ' the 
300-word piece gets used in 
full. 


— A lengthy cable arrives 
overnight from Libya’s “Revo- 
lutionary News Agency"'- Jana, 
one of the pool’s most regular 
contributors. Francuski glances, 
over the copy — “Islam is aga- 
inst capitalism says Colonel 
Qaddafi;" “Colonel Qaddafi 
calls upon Muslims £0 revolts;’’ 
“French peace committee con- 
demns Stable (SIC) David ac- 
cord. “These items are not 
written in pool language," he 
says and discards the entire 
cable. 

Three years after its launch- 
ing amid, expressions of grave 
dissatisfaction with Western 
news coverage of the Third 
World, the nonaligned pool is 
itself caught between conflict- 
ing interests and limited resour- 
ces. The most important cons- 
traints on its operations are tile 
censorship of news for politi- 
cal reasons, poor, communica- 
tions, the lack, of trained jour- 
nalists, and the sheer diversity 
of the countries which parti- 
cipate in the pool — some of 
them each other’s bitter ene- 
mies despite their common 
membership in the nonaligned 
movement. 

Poo! members range from 


Tanjug with 45 correspondents 
around the world to oewiy- 
established news agencies of 
some African countries which, 
as one Tanjug journalist re- 
marked, “have only one em- 
ployee — the directorgeneral." 
Hie pool does not discriminate 
between news received from 
countries with long free press 
traditions like Sri Lanka and 
Mexico to countries like Cam' 
bodia and Ethiopia where all 
news is government controlled. 


cent pool output shows that it 
certainly projects a different 
picture of life in nonaligned 
countries to that presented in 
the West — but whether it is 
a more accurate one is serious- 
ly open to question. 


in theory, all pool members 
have equal rights. They have 
the right both to send their 
news to any regional redistri- 
buting center (at present Yugo- 
slavia, Cuba, Iraq, Tunisia, 
Morocco, and India) or to act 
as a redistributing carter them- 
selves. Each country is in a 
position to control all the news 
about itself that appeans in the 
pooL 


But while Tanjug editors are 
no doubt sincere in their insis- 
tence on the equality of all the 
participating agencies, in prac- 
tice some pool members are 
clearly more equal than others. 
Tanjug’s own sophisticated 
communications system and 
world news service in three 
languages (English, French, 
and Spanish) have given it a 
pre-eminent position, its pool 
output Is the most widely cir- 
culated, and therefore the most 
influential. 


The pool was originally set 
up to provide an alternative 
to what many African and 
Asian leaders described as “the 
biased inadequate, and distort- 
ed info rmati on" about their 
countries from the Western 
news media. An analysis of re- 
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Of the 200 or so stories 
transmitted by Tanjug in its 
pool service one week, over 40 
per cent concerned the activi- 
ties of nonaligned governments; 
25 per cent dealt with trade, 
aid or development; ten per 
cent with the work of inter- 
national organizations like the . 
United Nations or UNESCO; 
and seven per cent with libera- 
tion movements. Disputes bet- 
ween individual nonaligned 
countries were referred to in 
20 per cent of the stories while 
18 per cent mentioned Yugo- 
slavia or Yugoslav officials. 

History and culture were 
mentioned in less than two per 
ceat of the reports. Meanwhile 
references to crime, coups, 
famines, and natural or man- 
made disasters occurred in only 
two per cent of the stories. 

A vivid iliustration ol the 
inadequacy of the. pool’s own 
reporting or Third World af- 
fairs was its coverage of 
Uganda's incursion into Tan- 
zania, a dispute with important 
implications for many non- 
aiigned countries. President Idi 
Amin’s offer to withdraw his 
troops from Tanzania was re- 
ported by ihe ‘Western agencies 
within minutes of his broad- 
cast over Radio Kampala, it 
was not mentioned by the pool 
until two days later, when the 
Moroccan News Agency repor- 
ted in a dispatch from Nairobi 
that ‘Tanzania is still massing 
troops at the border for a 
counter-attack on Uganda des- 
pite President Idi Amin's offer 
to withdraw his invading for- 


Ironically it was a pool 
member — the Sudanese news 
agency Sunna — which first 
broke the news that President 
Amin intended announcing a 
withdrawal in a dispatch from 
Kampala several hours before 
the Ugandan leaders broadcast. 

The Sunna report was promptly 
picked up by Western news 
agencies, but never transmitted 
by the pool. 

Asked about the big gaps 
in coverage ci the Uganda- g 
Tanzania dispute, a pooi editor jpj 
shrugged his shoulders and re- j rj 
marked: “Tanzania has a news £ 
agency, Sbihaia, but we rarely & 
hear from them As for Uganda, g 
as far as we know sl:e; don’t fc 
have a news agency a: .-.11.” S’} 


Sahara, it is not surprising that 
the same editor adds: “On the 
whole, we prefer information 
2 bout development.” 

Another problem, freely ad- 
mitted by Tanjug editors, is 
that what may be news in one 
country appears parochial in 
another. They claim that such 
items are gradually disappear- 
ing from the file as pool mem- 
bers learn from each other's 
m stakes. An examination of 
the pool’s output by an outsider, 
; however, reveals that Tanjug 
itself is one of the worst offen- 
ders. 

An item issued by Tanjug on 
the pool recently began as fol- 
lows: “On ihe occasion of the 
publication of his book “So- 
cialist Self- Management System 
and Social -Economic Develop- 
ment,'' Dr. Vladimir Bakaric, 
member of the Presidency of 
Yugoslavia and Presidency of 
the League of Communists of 
Yugoslavia, has met with jour- 


nalists. Bakaric spoke about 
ihe intelligentsia, the equality of 
languages, and the role of sci- 
ence in Yugoslav^ and a num- 
ber of other current domestic 
topics. Referring to the intel- 
ligentsia's position today. Dr. 
Bakaric stressed as essential the 
fact that the intelligentsia as an 
idealogue does not exist.” 

The story (which it turned 
out was two days old) rambled 
on in similar vein for about 
700 words. 

Of course it is easy for West- 
ern journalists t'o criticize the 
lajck ot professionalism in the 
pool. But given the political 
and economic pressures to 
which it is subjected, perhaps 
the most remarkable thing 
about it is that it functions as 
wdi as it does. 


Ljuhomir Kucic, a senior 
Tanjug editor with overall res- 
ponsibility for the pool, says 
ii is impossible to compete with 


the big news agencies over- 
night. 

“You must remember that 
this pool is a new form of co- 
operation between information 
media. News agencies are be- 
ing founded in the Third 
World nearly every day, and of 
course we have our technical 
and professional problem* We 
Uipsl be patient and proceed 
step by step.” 

According to Kucic, no. of 
pool reports has steadily in- 
creased over the last three years. 
Leading Yugoslav newspapers 
print two or three poo! reports 
a day and use in other non- 
aligned countries is reported to 
be on a similar scale. 

Pool reports circulated by 
Tanjug are also occasionally 
picked up by ihe Belgrade of- 
fices of the major \i'esii»rn 
news agencies. Recently the 
Associaied Press (AFj picked 
up 3 Tanjug pool report on 
strikes in Ghana anu United 


Press International (UP1) used 
a Libyan news agency report 
from Amman, Jordan, to tip off 
its office there to a newspaper 
interview by the Iraqi oil minis- 
ter calling for use of the oil 
weapon against the United 
States. 

Ruth Gruber, UP1’ S bureau 
chief in Belgrade, points out 
thai many of the stories cir- 
culated by the pool are already 
available direct Ui Western news 
agencies from individual pool 
members. “The problem with 
many pool stories for us is 
that they don't contain enough 
information. Something 15 usu- 
ally missing — like the date 
or the circumstances in which 
such and such a minister made 
sits statement.'’ 

“The news pool is often 
valuable as supplementary in- 
formation to our existing sour- 
ces. but I certainly would not 
want 10 rely on it as my sole 
source of information about 
the Third World.” she com- 
mented. (G)

at Bangkok athletics 

BANGKOK, Dec. 15 (R} — An unknown Nonfj Korean 
girl captured the spotlight in the Asian Games here Friday. 

Kim Ok Sun started the Womens 1500 meters final as 
though it were a sprint. Hex rivals waited for her to 
but instead she just pulled further away to smash the games 
record by more than six seconds. 

China, winner of three athletics gold medals Thursday, 
won two more Friday to emerge as the track and field giant. 

Japan though it had won the men’s 4x100 meters relay crown, 
but in a photo finish the verdict went U> Thailand — a result 
which brought a roar that was beard all over Bangkok. 

Elsewhere, the day’s major achievement were Chinas 
clean sweep victory in the men's table tennis and an avalanche 
of goals from hockey superstar Pakistan, which beat its own 
games record by crushing Bangladesh, 57-0. 

With more than half the gold medals decided, Japan Jed 
the standings with 43-13 more than second-placed China. 

Biggest upset in the five athletics finals came in the 
men’s MO meters hurdles when the fastest man in the field 
failed ro get among the medals. 

The fallen star was China’s Lai Wai-wea whose best time 
of 13.7 seconds puts him in world class. But the gold medal 
s •!] went to China with Wang Hsun-hua an impressive winner* 

Montreal Olympic finalist Sriram Singh gave India another 
track gold with a predictable victory in the 800 meters while 
China took the first two places in the women’s discus through 
U Wei-nah and Li Tsieo-kuo. 

With a display befitting their position as world champion, 

China crushed Japan, 5-0, in the men’s table tennis team final 
with Liang Ke-Iiang. the world number two. spearheading the 
Chinese triumph with two victories. 

Shooting star of Pakistan’s hockey Witz in a performance 
which must have frightened India, the only other serious con* 
tender for the gold medal, was Sheikh Shanaz with six goals. 

The archery competition brought Japan three of the four 
gold medals with only South Korea’s Kim Giu-Ho, the women':

The Saudi soccer team held 
a strong Iraqi side to a 1-1 
draw Thursday but the Saudis 
were already doomed to first- 
round elimination. Iraq advan- 
ces to the second round, with 
Kuwait, 3-0 victor over Bah- 
rain Friday, India, China and 
Thailand. North Korea, which 
blanked Thailand 3-0 Friday, 
and South Korea, which de- 
feated Japan.

Britain has 
trade gap of 
$384 million 

LONDON. Dec. 1 5 <APj — 
Britain had a trade deficit of 
192 million pounds (S3W mil- 
lion) in November compared 
with a revised 97-million-pound 
(SI 84-million) surplus in Octo- 
ber, the Department of Trade 
has announced. 

The government said the 
deficit was reduced to 72 mil- 
lion pounds IS144 million; 
when invisible earnings such as 
banking and insurance profits 
were taken into account. This 
figure compares with a net sur- 
plus of 217 million pounds 
($434 million 1 in October. 

The Trade Department said 
British exports fell slightly in 
November while imports in- 
creased 7.5 per cent from Octo- 
ber. 

There was a 30 per cent 
drop in the volume of North 
Sea oil exports last month, part- 
ly because ot the appreciation 
of the pound sterling against 
the U.S. dollar on foreign ex- 
changes. 

During the three months 
September to November, Bri- 
tain posted a visible trade de- 
ficit of 330 million pounds 
(S66U million) compared with a 
2i7-million-pound (S434-mil- 
iion) shortfall over the pre- 
vious three-month period.

Moderate coalition sweeps 
board in Namibian election 




WINDHOEK. Dec. 15 
(UPI) — An alliance of cen- 
ter-right whites and blacks 
pledged to end apartheid won 
a massive endorsement Friday 
in Namibia’s first ever one 
man, one vote election. 

The disputed poU held des- 
pite United Nations protests 
gave the Democratic Tumhal- 
le ARiance (DTA) an 82 per 
cent majority over four ultra- 
conservative parties that also 
fielded candidates. 

The final results announced 
a week after the five days of 
voting closed credited the 
DTA with 268.130 of the 
.325,264 ballots cast. Its closest 
competitor, the pro-apartheid 
Aktur Party, gained 38.716 
votes with 19,428 being shared 
by three smaller conservative 
splioter groups. 

'Of equal significance, elec- 


tion officials said only 4.791 
ballots were defaced or left, 
blank as called for by the 
Southwest African Peoples 
Organization (SWAPO) and 
two other non-participating 
parties on the left. 

In the voting, the people 
were being asked to pick a 50- 
man constituent assembly to 
write a constitution aimed at 
ending South African rule of 
Namibia, or Southwest Africa. 

The breakdown in the polls 
gave the DTA a dominant 41. 
of these seats against six for 
Aktur and one each for the 
other parties. 

But the announcement of 
the results was clouded by 
police reporting the assassina- 
tion of a prominent black 
radio commentator by suspec- 
ted SWAFO gunmen. 

Police Commissioner Maj.- 


Gen. Victor Verster said Ti- 
moteus Namahuya was shot at 
the door of his house in a 
suburban black township Thu- 
rsday night by an unknown 
man armed with a Soviet- 
made Tokarev pistol.

Poster patience wanes in China 


HAMBURG, Dec. 12 (Agen- 
cies) — A British freighter has 
found a damaged empty life- 
boat from the West German 
freighter Munchen. missing in 
the Atlantic with 28 people on 
board, it was reported Friday. 

The ship's owners, Hapag- 
Lloyd. said that the life-boat 
had been found Thursday night 
by the freighter King George. 
400 miles north of the Azores. 

The registration of the boat 
showed it belonged to the 
37,1 34-ton Munchen. 

Aircraft also have found 
three containers from the ship. 
It is one of the most modem 
West German freighters. 

But six aircraft and 10 ves- 
sels found no trace Friday of 
the crew. 

A U.S. Hercules aircraft with 
electronic search equipment 
joined five West German navy 
aircraft in flights from the 
U.S. Azores base at Terciera 
in a search for the Munchen, 
which sent out an SOS Tues- 
day night during a storm. 

There were fears here the 
vessel might have gone down 
in the storm's 15-meter high 
waves. But the possibility was 


not ruled out that the Munchen 
might still be afloat, listing in 
heavy seas. 

The 37,134-ton vessel was 
sailing from Bremen to Savan- 
nah, Georgia, with a crew of 
27 and the wife of one of the 
officers. It was carrying a 
23,000 ton cargo. 

A Hapag-Lloyd spokesman 
said he thought the debris came 
from the stem of the vessel 
and had been washed over- 
board by the heavy waves- 

There was no sign of the 
crew, the spokesman said. 

Ships and coastal radio sta- 


tions received an SOS from the 
vessel Thesday night. On Wed- 
nesday weak and intermittent 
signals were heard by the King 
George, but Hapag-Lloyd said 
they could have come from one 
of the Munchen’s life boats. 

The vessel's crew was com- 
posed of 20- Germans, two 
Austrians, two Turks, a Chi- 
nese, a Spaniard and a Malay- 
sian. 

The ship’s captain, Hans 
Daenekamp, a 48-year-old ba- 
chelor, has commanded the 
Munchen for 10 years.
